These flights 
are expected to begin shortly. Dur- 
ing the time that service to Taiwan 
was Suspended, JAL has had to fly a 
circuitous route to its Southeast 
Asia destinations, which resulted in 
high fuel costs .

Hisforical Confab “A Greatf Success

I think the criticisms of some 
members of Dupont Guy Cojllec- 
tive and Nancy Wong against the 
conference sponsored by the 
Chinese Historical Society are in- 
accurate and harsh (了 ELAW 7/23/ 
75). In fairness to the conference 
planners who are probably busy 
preparing the publication of the 
conference proceedings or too 
magnanimous to write to defend 
themselves, I wish to present my 
observation as a contented atten- 
dee of the conference. 

Although many participants felt 
that insufficient timne was allowed 
for questions and comments，no 
one Was shouted down for asking 
a _ question，The shouting Was 
done not by the speakers but by 
members ofthe audience who did 
not have a microphone. The 
chairman's reply to why the con- 
ference covered events :only to 
1960 was brief but not evasive. 
He eut off discussion on the 
question only for that moment; 
he announced that further expla- 
nation on the cut-offt dqate would 
be presented in alater speech. 

In spite of the apparent eager- 
ness of the audience to ask ques- 


tions and offer comments after- 


each presentation, the lack of en- 
thusiastic participation in the 
open forum period Surprised 问 e. 
I do not believe this was an ipdi- 
cation of loss of interest; 过 was 
more likely to be one's unwilling- 
ness to speak under a time re- 
striction . 

I agree with Ms Wong that 
leaving out the last 15 years 一 the 
most fruitful period 一 of Chinese- 
American history makes the con- 
ference incomplete. But the Soci- 
ety has been active only in the 
fieldqs of preservation of Chinese 
historic sites，collection of his- 
toric artifacts, study of early Chi- 
nese imnmigration，and investiga- 
tion of Chinese past occupations 
such as railroad building，min- 
ing，fishing，farming and laun- 
drying. It has no funds and per- 
sonnel to study current Chinese 
social problems，to compile 
achievements of contemporary 
Chinese-Americans, or to investi- 
gate the needs of the new immi- 
grants. 

As its past president 再 , M. Lai 
suggested, the conference could 
have been co-sponsored with an 
ethnic _ studies department of 
some university. Then we would 
have a complete picture of the life 
and role of the Chinese in the 
U.S. up to the present time. 

Whether the conference spon- 
sors have attained their goal or 
the conference was worthwhile is 
a matter of personal opinion. 
respect but I never can agree 
with the opinion of some mem- 
bers of Dupont Guy Collective 
that“the Society failedmiserably 
in their goal”Many attendees 
told me they enjoyed the confer- 
ence and thought 让 was 3a SUC- 
cess, TI don't know what others 
expected from the conference， 
but I have benefited from the in- 
formative and inspiring speeches 
of Judge Harry Low, Dr. Stanford 
Lyman，Mrs. Anna Chennaujlt， 
Betty Lee Sung, John B. Lum and 
other notables; enjoyed seeing 
many meaningful slides ,depict- 
ing Chiense activities throughout 


the U.S. and rare photos of early 
Chinese life ip California; treas- 
ured meeting educators，histori- 
ans, and social workers who Wi 计 - 
ingly told me of their work and 
experiences; and been convineed 
by _ the conference proceedings 
that we _ Chinese-Americans，in 
spite of racial prejudice， are 
making significant contributions 
in most fields ofendeavor and are 
well on our way to join the Ameri- 
can mainstream of life. There- 
fore, I consider the conference to 
be a great SuccessS. 


All in all the conference plan- 
ners deserve our gratitude for 
their hard work and good inten- 
tions. The selection of topics for 
presentation，the invitation .of 


notables from afar to participate 
in the conference without remu- 
peration，the generation of pub- 
licity for the conference，and 
Scores of other iterns must have 
created a tremendous amount of 
work.

First，let me quajify myself. I am a pedqler 一 a peripatetic 
peddler 一 who started traveling in China in the 30s selling my 
Southern-California-made merchandise throughout that vast coun- 
try. 

Over 40 years on the road. My interruptions came with World 
War I and the period folowing Oct. 1，1949 一 China s so-called 
day of liberation. Tcan truly be called an“old China hand.” 

My recent trip to the now People's Republic of China took Place 
in March of this year. With my two sons, I spent two weeks Visiting 
the places TIknew so well . . : Peking， Shanghai, Tientsin，Soochow， 
Nanking and elsewhere 一 all ip the interest of world trade and 
understanding. 

What Shirley wrote about the unlocked hotel room doors， the 
apparent lack of crime，and safe feeling of walking the streets at 
night，was correctly reported . 

ABSENCE OF KUMSHA 

But，I saw beyond that. I saw the absence of kumsha and 
squeeze，which is another way of saying corruption. Isaw the 
cleanliness of its cities, the beauty of its wide boulevards, its almost 
unbejlievable industrial development. I saw a people who were 0b- 
viously happy,， extremely friendly,， especially to we Americans，who 
were wellfed，well-dressed，well-housed and，above all，very 
proud. During my last trip to Chiang's China in September of 1949， 
none of that was visibjle. 

My disappointment this year came in not seeing private enter- 
prise; yet I knew 让 could not exist in the People s Republic of 
China. 

Now, may I correct Shirley on his statement that you cant travel 
in China unescorted by a member of China Travel Agency or any 
other agency or individual? This is far from the truth. 玫 gives OUr 
People a wrong slant on the freedom in China that foreigners enjoy- 

TI visited countless communes，children's schools，shops，dispen- 
saries and_ housing developments without a guide and without 
anyone knowing where 工 was going or Who I was with. There was 
absolute freedom . - 

THREE MINUTES 

True，going 位 om city to city by air or train, I needed a cachet ip 
my“green card” 一 my card of identification. I recalled that in the 
30s, TI needed the same thing except that then it took three days 
plus paying kumsha. Now it took three minutes, including the offter 
of tea and cigarettes. 

Shirley did a splendid story，but I wish my fellow Americans 
really could have had more as told by an“old China hand ”who 
knew 过 when and saw 让 now! About its great industrial develop- 
ment，about that doubledecked freeway bridge with its multiple 
lanes carrying autos and trains over the Yangtze River，about the 
Whangpoa seen from Shanghai's Bund and crowded with new 
cargo vessels from 4,0000-ton riverboats to ultra-modern 25,000-ton 
liners, about oil exploration ships，automated channel dredges and 
endjess coal barges all made in the People's Republic of China. 

After seeing all this, I ask.why is it that when you visit Chinese 
trade buildings you find hordes of Japanese，British，Erench and 
German manufacturers” representatives all buying and selling， 
while Americans are onjy looking? 

Iask why Congress does not broaden our diplomatic relations and 
why isn't China given favored-nation treatment2 

Maybe with the right answers I and other American peddlers camn 
go back and do some more selling. 

Anyway, I want to thank Shirley for the story,， but I hate him for 
bringing on the nostalgia that led me to writing the ministry in 
Peking for another invitation to again visit that great oncoming and 
friendly nation.

Teng's Wage Top 
in China Wifh $200 


TOKYO 一 Chinese vice pre- 
mjier Teng Hsiao-ping is receiv- 
ing a monthly wage of 400 yuan 
(about $220) compared with Japa- 
nese prime minister Takeo Miki's 
$4,166. 

Teng himself disclosed-his 
wage during a meeting held last 
week in Peking with members of 
a visiting Japanese journalist 
mission at the Great Hall of the 
People, the Japanese news agen- 
cy Kyodo reported. 

But the vice premier considers 
that even this figure is too high 
When compared with wages re- 
ceived by Chinese workers 一 
about 60 yuan each with the 
highest amounting to 108 yuan. 

The 400-yuan-a-month wage， 
reported to be the highest in 
China, is being paid to some 100 
persons at present，according to 
Teng. 

He also revealed that there are 
several thousands of officials who 
are recelving monthly wages in 
the 300-yuan range.

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THE FOURTH TIME AROUND

What can you get out of seeing 
the Chinese Archaeological Finds 
the fourth time around that you 
could not get the first three 
times? 

The first time can only be a 
time of surprises，a time of pre- 
View. 

On the opening day，the first 
thing that struck my fancy was 
the smiling human-mask design 
on abronze 妈 28. My wife fancied 
an abstract wooden monkey. We 
thought 过 was a modern piece; 十 
was dated 200 A.D.! 

JAPANESE 

We came upon two pottery fig- 
Urines of two women, and We ex- 
claimed how Japanese they 
]ooked. They had Japanese hair- 
dos; they wore Japanese cloth- 
ing. Butthe legend said: Chinese 
women ofthe Tang Dynasty. 

Then my memory carried me 
backto 1946, when TI was in Nara， 


Japan, for a ten-day rest and re- 


cuperation. There，a Japanese 
told me that, 让 工 liked Nara that 
much，I should visit the Tang 
dynasty capital，Loyang. Nara is 
laid out like Loyang，street for 
Street. 

I thrilled at the three pottery 
actors 一 one in a dancing posi- 
tion，one with clappers and one 
whistljing 一 the liveliness of their 
spirit transmitted that same hap- 
piness to me. 

GIVE-AWAY 

At the end of the exhibit，the 
SouUvenir counter some 50 feet 
long was lined four persons deep. 
The five clerks behind the coun- 
ter could not keep up with the 
demand.， Anyone seeing the 
crowd of customers would think 
there was a give-away program 
here. 

Other than the'”，crowd，one 
common thread ran through all 
Imy Visits. 区 was the sound of 
babies crying. Some were crying 
to be fed. Others were crying to 
be changed (Isaw a man use the 
floor carpet as a table for chang- 
ing a diaper). Still others were 
crying just before theyfell asleep. 
In a way, the crying was disturb- 
ing，but 让 was good because 让 
was asignthatthe occasion was a 
family affair. 

Besides hearing babies cry，I 
heard adults comment about the 
different objects. Some thought 
the pottery had a Japanese touch 
or an 上 卫 gyptian favor， while 
others thought the design on the 
bronzes had a Mayan feeling. 
Saw 8a couple on their knees 
counting the teeth on a Tang 
dynasty pottery horse. 

GOD 

The most often repeated word 
WwWhispered with enthusiasm was: 
Beautiful! This was how it was 
said: Ohl! It's beautiful! They're 
beautiful，aren't they2 and Ohl! 
My Godl [It's beautiful! (The last 
time I heard someone call upon 
Godto simultaneously witness an 
object of beauty was when an 
Anglo woman stumbled onto the 
apple-green jade pagoda in the 
Oakland Museum.) 

And while people were admir- 
ing these beauties，they forget 
for a moment their racial or 
Sexual identity.， or that one 
moment they were just one 
among many in Our human race， 

On the opening day，I heard 
two Anglos discussing the cost of

excavating these objects. The 
male explained to his girl friend 
that the cost was minimal. He ex- 
plained that the Chinese have a 
different outlook in life f 人 fom 
ours. They have no desire to own 
a car，live in beautiful mansions 
OFT possess a color TV. Their ob- 
jective in life is not to get rich， 
but to do what they can to help 
their country. 

On the fourth visit, I heard two 
Chinese ladies comment that 
they did all this just for the com- 
pensation of having work to do， 
enough to eat，and a place to 
Sleep. 

KNOCKER 

And on my fourth visit，the 
yard-length bronze door knocker 
suddenly loomed in my vision 
when II turned a corner，This 
time，no one was in 位 ont of 让 . I 
remarked: Behind that door 
kriocker must have lived a rieh 
family for whom a bronze bell 
Was struck to call for chow and 
food was served in stilted dishes. 

Then an essay which Ihad read 
as 8a teenager re-entered my 
mind. TI suddenly saw Ah Fang 
Palace behind the door knockers, 
也 ere was a palace ground some 
30 miles in length and breadth. 
Its rivers were polluted. Its air 
was polluted. But not by oil spil 
or industrial waste，but by the 
number of people washing their 
facial makeup and by the number 
of factories making perfumel 

Upon reaching home，I found 
the essay，written during the 
Tang dynasty by Tu Mu about the 
Chin dynasty，in which he ad- 
monished all of us that unless we 
learn from history, future genera- 
tions will condemn us as we are 
condemning the past. The 
author's main point in writing the 
article was to boint out to govern- 
ment officials that they must use 
their positions for the general 
welfare of the people. 

PUBLICITY 

China has such richness in his- 
tory，jliterature，arts，crafts and 
culture、However，some at the 
exhibit were being exposed to 
things Chinese for the first time 
in their lives. One lady came up 
to us when we were discussing 
the ancient writing on a wine 
Vessel. She remarked to us that 
she did not knowthat the Chinese 
civilization was so old till today.t 
took the constant publicity on this

exhibit by different media to 
motivate her to come. 

On _ another day，two ladies 
standing in front of the three 
Tang bronze mirrors could not 
fathom how these could be mir- 
rors when all they saw were de- 
signs instead of their lovely faces. 
The mirrors” reflective qualjlity 
was absolutely zero. Despite the 
fact that they had rented a cas- 
sette guide，we had to explain 
that these were the backs of the 
mirrors， The artist admires the 
work behind the mirror more 
than seeing his/her own image 
on the mirror. 

POSITIVE 

TI wonder how many of you 
received a positive feeling from 
Seeing the exhibit? For instance， 
Upon seeing the Galloping Horse， 
Pottery Figure of a Squatting 
Woman，etc.，I marveled at the 
creative workmanship. 

These were burial pieces. They 
could have ,been made in a 
shoddy manner. They could have 
been made with an eye toward 
profit at the expense of workman- 
ship. After all, it takes money to 
live. After all，who will see them 
once they are buried? That these 
artists and craftsmen kept their 
integrity and created objects of 
beauty which have outlasted not 
only aman's life, but the lives of 
many nations, is a tribute to the 
Spirit of Man. They should be an 
inspiration to all of us in all of our 
endeavors.

The Yin and Yang principles 
have influenced Chinese philos- 
ophy and religion for many cen- 
turies: 

The principles state that al 
things in the universe have oppo- 
sites， Thus，there is male and 
female，heaven and earth，weak 
and strong，good and evij，rich 
and poor，beauty and ugliness， 
young and old，activity and non- 
activity，light and dark，suffering 
and joy，and so forth. When the 
two opposites are balanced, there 
is perfect harmony. The Yin and 


Yang circle symbol @ Shows 


an interaction of the positive and 
negative forces in equal amounts 
in aharmonious relationship. 

We can find the principles in 
such everyday places as at the 
dinner table. For example, 让 we 
eat too much fried chicken (falls 
under the Yang category)，and 
find discord in our body，we 
counteract with _ winter melon 
(Yin) to bring our system back 
into harmony. 

OPPOSITES 

Opposites are found frequently 
in husband and wife relation- 
ships，The frugal husband bal- 
ances the spendthrift wife One 
spouse may be dominant and the 
other submissive; one may be 
neat and the other sloppy. One 
may be a listener and the other a 
talker. It's usually more fun to 
talk，but one also has to learn to 


_be alistener., In teaching,pasSivr 


过 y, the Taoist points out that the 

emptiness in a doorway Or Win- 
dow serves 8a very useful pur- 
pose. 

Families cross between Yin and 
Yang when they-designate a time 
for work and a time for pleasure. 
There is a tendency these days 
for parents to spoil the children . 
To give material things to chil- 
dren may be important. How- 
ever,， 过 1$S eqtually important to 


-deny the children's requests at 


times. Perhaps 让 we can learn to 


possess things without letting the 


things possess USs，then oOUT 
higher nature (rather- than our 
lower nature) will have room to 
grow-. 

Order and confusion are oppo- 
site aspects of our lives. We build 
tensions from a hard day at the 
offtice; our children (who never 


”seem to be able to sit still for five 


minutes) bombard us with radio 
music and television.， The fast 
pace of modern society keeps us 
busy eyery moment 一 so it is im- 
portant to set aside quiet mo- 
iments for contemplating，medi- 
tating，day-dreaming，to “sort 
out things”to do nothing. 
- TIAI-CHI 

Students of tai-chi study the 
Yin and Yang principles of action 
and nonaction，and translate 让 
jnto physical movements such as 
“withdraw and push.…”“JInvest- 
ment in loss” (accepting failure 
to gain success) is another para- 
dox of tai-chi. In the“pushing 
hands practice，the student must 
accept failure many times in the 
early stages. He has to subdue 
the self or ego and yield to others 
before mastery can come.， The 
egotist finds this difficult to do. 


The kung fu student not only uses 
”Imuscular strength and rooted 


stances，but he also seeks power 
through relaxes muscles and 
softness. 


YIN AND YANG INFLUENCES 


Everything has its good and 
evjl, and kung fu is no exception . 
The old masters stressed philos- 
ophy，form，Ppatience，to yield， 
harmony of body and mind，and 
to “be like a child”;， while the 
newer students are stressing to 
win, to maim, to “bea man，”and 
to go on an ego trip. Perhaps the 
advice from Lao Tzu still applies 
today:“Conduct your triumph as 
afuneral.” 

Ancient Chinese philosophers 
spoke of the changing phenome- 
non taking place between heaven 
and earth，and the interaction 
and harmony between the natural 
and spiritual worlds. Sometimes 
these spiritual laws seem in 
contradiction to the laws of man. 
For example,“One advances by 
not advancing oneself ;“Giving 
js better than receiving”; “Seek 
forgiveness_ instead of .ven- 
geance”; “Meekness instead of 
mijight， etc. 

Man is always to Dn between 
two worlds. The Yin side of man 
Seeks to give to the world，while 
theYang side wants all the things 
the ,world has to offer，Man 
crosses between the temporal 
and the eternal; his fnite mind 
attempts to understand the infi- 
nite.Christ's words,“The spirit 
is willing but the flesh is weak，” 
and “By losing one's life，one 
finds it show his understanding 
of these opposing forces in man. 

COUNTERBALANCE 

It is interesting to observe what 
happens when the laws of ex- 
tremes. are im disharmony， or 
whensone side-isiout:ofbalance:. 
A natural _ counterbalance，or_ 8a 

“cause and _ effect,，”occurs. 了 or 
example，the “God is dead 
movement of a few years ago is 
countered now .by the “Jesus 
Imovement.” For many years， 
Such sciences as orthodox medi- 
cine have scorned the unorthodox 


,Or Inystical methods of healing; 


however，all manners of healing 
一 from acupuncture to faith heal- 
ing 一 have surfaced in recent 
years，causing an interaction be- 
tween believers and skeptics: 
Large Chinese families with many 
children are usually followed by 
less prolific families in the next 
generation. “The higher the 
peaks, the lower the valleys” is 
another “cause and effect” law 
experienced occasionally by Wall 
Street speculators and glory- 
SeekerSs. 
Western thinking and 卫 astern 
thinking are on opposite ends， 
but they need not be in opposi- 
tion. Religious questions, such as 
“Should man change the world??” 
(Western) or change himself 
(了 astern) reflect the outwardness 
and inwardness ofthe two philos- 
ophies. The best answers seem to 
be a combination of the two. The 
Chinese philosopher states， 
“When you change the self，you 
change the world.”Christ's par- 
able is simijlar:“Take the log out 
of your Own eye first，then you 
will be abjle to see and take the 
sSpeck out of your brother's eye.” 
AFFECT NATIONS 

The opposing forces of Yin and 
Yang seem to affect nations, also. 
The moral decline of traditionally 
religious countries，such as the 
United States, is counteracted by 
the high morals of the non-Ieli- 
gious countries，such as China. 
The“putting others before self” 
concept seems to have passed 
from a religious country to a non- 
rejigious country， 


The two ideologies，capitalism 


- and socialism，are at opposite 


ends，One may have too much 
individual freedom and permis- 
siveness，the other doesn't ap- 
pear to have enough. When there 
js interaction between the two， 
each learns from the other. Soci- 
ologists have reported on the 
gradual trend of the U.S. toward 
socialism and the U.S.S.R. to- 
ward capitalijsm.， Given enough 
time， will the two ideologies 
merge into one? Probably not, 这 
the Yin and Yng principles hold 
true. While it is possible for two 
ideologies to pass each other and 
trade places, they cannot become 
as one-. 

It would appear that a society 
cannot forge ahead full steam in 
pursuit of“the almighty dollar” 
and“the abundant life”without 
leaving a ghetto in its wake. The 
Taoist teaches:“Aim for the top 
and eventually you'] go down. 了 
js better to humble oneself and 
take the low position 一 there's 
no _ place to go but up.”These 
complementary laws were es- 
poused also by Jesus Christ: 
“The first willbe the last and the 
last shall be the first.” 

We can see the truth in this 
When we observe various classes 
of workers. Striking U.S auto 
Workers won hefty gains a few 
years ago. This year，they're 
standing in the unemployment 
lines. Just one generation ago in 
China，the farmer working' with 
his hands had a very low status. 
Now,， under Mao, the status has 
inverted 180". It is now respect- 
able in China to be a farmer. 

AN OPEN MIND 

Wecan learn a great deal about 
ourselves from the Yin and Yang 
principles. Theyteach us that our 
practical side can interact with 
our idealistic side, that youth can 
learn from the aged, that the fast 
way may not be the best. They 
teach us to consider such virtues 
as patience and persistence; to 
keep an open mind; to _ see both 
sides; to see the whole as well as 
the part; that strength and vital- 
ity can come about through the 
diversity of conservative and lib- 
eral Views. (We learn to see not 
only the quaint side of China- 
town，but to see the ugly social 
problems:) They teach us to con- 
sult the past in order to confront 
the future. 

The principles teach us that 让 
WwWe can -harmonize our Spiritual 
self with our natural self we can 
become closer to being the true 
individual;， when we win a few 
and lose a few graciously，we 
begin to realize what the Chinese 
philosophers are trying to say 一 
that this is what life is all about.

The\Japan External Trade Or- 
ganization，a quasi-Governmental 
trade promoter, said in a report that 
China's total oil output by 198s 
would reach 440 million tons，close 
to that produced by Saudi Arabia， 
currently the world's leading pro- 
ducer. 

INCREASE 

The report said that China's oil 
production would increase at an an- 
nual rate of 23 per cent fom 197sS to 
1978. The rate will rise to 20 per 
cent in 1979-80, then drop to 16 Per 
cent during 1981 to 1983. In terms 
of volume，however，oil production 
will sharply increase to 1.47 billion 
barrels in 1980 and 3.08 blllion bar- 
rels in 1983. 

The ratio of oil in China's total 
energy output，which was 22 Per 
cent in 1974，will climb to 38 per 
cent in 1980 and 44 per cent in 1983， 
Oil will thus replace coal as the top 
energy output in China， the report 
stated . 

China's oil exports in 197S are put 
at 12.8 million tons valued at $1.1- 
billion (based on the 1974 oil price). 
Petroleum available tor export will 
rise to 49.8 million tons，valued at 
34-billion in 1980 and to 193 million 
tons,valued at $13.0-billion in 1985. 


Tunney Lauds

Senate. 
TRANSLATION 


The bill，the Bilingual Courts 
Act，Pprovides for simultaneous 
translation of federal court pro- 
ceedings in _ civil and criminal 
cases involving non- 上 English- 
speaking citizens. 

Tunney said the measure “at- 
tempts to remedy a long-standing 
deficiency in our judicial system 
一 the inability of thousands of 
Our beople to _ defend themselves 
adequately in proceedings con- 
ducted in a language alien to 
them ,” 

The bill, he said,“would end a 
subtle but real legal discrimina- 
tion against millions of Ameri- 
cans of Mexican，Puerto Rican， 
Chinese，Japanese and other 
national extractions,” 

EQUALITY 

“The cornerstone of our legal 
system is the equality of treat- 
ment that it guarantees to every 
citizen， rich or poor，old or 
young，black，brown，or white,” 
Tunney said. “We cannot permit 
the circumstances of birth to 
Gecide the right of redress in the 
courtroom. But that is precisely 
what happens 让 these citizens， 
because of langauge barriers, can 
undqerstand imperfectly or not at 
ajl the court proceedings_ that 
affect them .” 

Simultaneous oral translation 
of proceedings，he said，would 
occur much in the manner used at 
the United Nations.
